Hono Koxa, May 8—0:65 P, M.—The United
Biates despatch boat Hugh MoCulloch, which
brought to this port the despatches of Admiral
Dewoy, started on her rotura to Manila this
afterncon. Consul Willlams, Harbor Master
Ramsay, and Commodore Howell saw her off.
Admiral Dewey saked his Government for in-
ptructions regarding Manila, he mot caring to
tako over the clty on hia ovwn responafbility.

Bupplies (ntanded for Manila are being
ptopped by the Philippine tnsurgents, who are
n strong force back of the <city. They are also
stopping supplies for Cavité, where they plun-
@ered the hospital for provisions. The Amer-
foans kave landed supplissshere for tho SBpan-
{sh wonnded.

Instructions have beem pent te Admiral
Dewey, glving him a free hand to take the
courss ho thinks bast.

. . o= the ships, but the rangs was too leng. and

pomsequently thelr shota fall short.

One of the American crulsers at onoe returned
the fre, but signals were set on the flagship
ordering ber to desist, Commodore Dewey bhad
more important business on hand just thea than
sttacking those particular artillerymon,

He did mot lose s moment in looking for
ihe vaunted Bpanish fleet, which he found
opposite the naval arsenal. Those ves-
pels, which Bpaln hed so frequently and
proudly beasted would anmihilate the Ameri-
cans If they had the temerity to ab
tack them not only were lying ldly at ancher,
put did not even have steam up, Anely illustrat-
ing the unpreparedness of the Bpaniards evan
after they were fully aware that the American
sguadron had left Mirs Bay in search of them.

They were not long, bowever, in epening upon
the Americass, and were alded by the guas at
Carvité, and the cannooading was terrifie,

Directly the Americans were within range
they returned the fire with interest

Admirsl Montojo, the Bpanish comumander, got
stoasn up on the Relpa Maria COristine, his
fiagship, " he belng epparent!ly bent upon
battling with the Olympla, Commodare Dewey's
fagehip, but the lstter, dlscharglng ber 8-inch
guns, both fore and aft, killed sixty of the
Spanlard’s crew, including her Captaln, Chap-
lain, and & Lioutenant, and caused her bollers
to explode.

The Bpaunish Asgebip was now s burning
wreck and wus forcedjto retire. Admiral Mon-
tojo transferred his flag to the Oastllls, which
maintained s vigorous fire until she, too, sank
ot her moorings,

After Admliral Montojo had holsted s white
flag the firing ended, and the Spaniards has-
tened to remove thomaelves and their dead from
the rapidly burning hulke, loaving behind all
shetr property and valuables,

plote the naval sapremnoy of the Amarionns,
Admiral Doway also desired the insurgent
agonts to explain that he was nelther a poll
ticlan mor conspirator, and that be strongly ob-
Joctad to giviog the rabhle any chance to com-

mit axcenses,
The Insargent agents, howerer, refused bo dis-

embark under any consideration.

It 18 sald that the Spanish Commedore in-
formed the GovernorGeneral thal he had
Beltar surrender in the interest of humanily,
an it would be fmpossible to resish sueoessful-
Iy, st the same time adding that he was willing
enough to fight, and, If needs be, dls.

When the Spanish flagship was balf shob
away and the Commodore himself wounded, be
still refused Lo leave the bridge, and persisted
in his refusal untll the vesssl, burning
and sinking, had ber stern shattared by & shell
which burst a steam pipe.

The Petrel chnssd a gunboat up the nver for
some distance. Finding that he was running
the risk of capture the Spanish Captaln came
off in & boat under & flax of truce to negotiate
conditions for the surrender of his ship.

The American Captain replied that he must
surrender uncondiiionally or fight.

The Spanish ofMoer replied: “Iam willing to
fight, but please allow me to send for more am-
munition, because mine s exbausted.” Need-
less to say this request was not grantad.

After all the other Spanish ships had been
sllenced tho crulser Don Antonlo de Ulloa alone
continued her fire. Bhe sppearsd to be deter
mined to die fighting, She went down with the
living and doad aboard of her,

Her decks wers swept of every Uring creature,
but still her lower guns were fired deflantly
unti] her hull was riddlea like a selve and ahe
went to the bottom, with the Spanish flag still
fluttering to tho breese.

On the Relna Maria Cristina over sighty were
killed.

Aftor the battle was over and Admiral Dewey
wan In possession ho proposed that the existing
suthorities nhould continue in office tempora-
rily under the American flag, pending the ter
mination of the war,

The Spaniards delayed thelr decision and kept
cabling to Madrid. The Americans them re-
quested that they be allowed to use the cable
for sending despatches to the United States.
This request was lmmediately refused, where-
upon Admiral Dewey gave orderm for the pick-
ing up and cutting of the cable,

When the despateh bost Hugh MoOullooh lafh
the American squadron in Manila bayto con-
voy Admiral Dowey's despatehes to this city for
transmission to the Ualted Btates, some of the
forts which had not been silenced were still
koeping up = desultory, but ineffective
fire on the squadron. This style of warfare
frritated the Admiral, and ho had sent an niti
matum to Gen. Augustl, the Captain-General,
warning him that if the fire was not stopped
{mmediately he would fire en the oity,

While the fighting was golng on the insur
gants, asting in codperation with the American
flest, had surroundsd Maualla on the land mide
and were exchanging a brisk fire with the Span-
iah garrison.

The Britlsh warship Esmeralda, from Hong
Kong, arrived at Manila while the battls was ad
its height. Am American crulser was detached
from the squadron to meet and engage her, I8
being thought that she was a Bpanish vessel
When it was found that she was British she was
warned to keep away. £he thersfore moved
twelve miles up Lhe bay.

It is now expected that the MeCullech will
wait at Mirs Bay for inal instructions from the
American Government te Admiral Dewey. It
fa antfolpated that these will insist, by foree if
necossary, that the Spanish officials shall accept
American suserainty In order to avold
the disturbance of the present administration,
the insurgents belng quite unfit to govers,
though the Ameoricans will probably Invite
thelr assistance {n the capaclty of advisers

It is understood that President McKinley will
inalst that the Phllippines shall not help Spaln
in the war. If the Spanlards prove intractable
the Americans must shift the administration of
the lalands,

The official papers captured from Admiral
Montojo include the declsion of the council of
ofilcers to mass alips and guns at Sublg Bay,
where thers were better conditions for defenoce

Admiral Dewey's rapid movements prevented
this plan from bolng effected. A victory would
have been very dificult in Sublg Bay, where the
surrow sntrance and shoals and a stroang shore
fire would groatly balp the delence.

Early on the morning of May 2 (Monday)
the Petrel weal within 500 yards ef the Ca
vite arsenal, where could he seen BOO seamen
armed with Maoser rifies, yet & white flag had
beon bolsted there the day before,

Commander Lamberton, who had been seat to
tako possesslon of the arssnal, could not under-
stand what the Bpaniards lotended todo, Be-
fore ho left the Petrel he ordered Commander
Wood 1o keep his men at the guny, and if he did
not return In an hour to start firing oo the
arsenal,

Capt. Bostoa, who was next in reok to Mon-
tojo, mot Commander Lamberion at the landing,
The latter told bim he was surprised o soe the

Bpanlards armed, seeing thal they had surren-
dered tho day before,

Capt. Hoston sald that they had mot surrea-
dnared, but had merely holsted & white flag ia

Admiral Montojo was slightly led, but
mansged to make his esoape and reach Manlla,

The only loss on the Awerican vessels was the
Chiesf Engineer of the McCulloch, who disd
elther from heart disease or apoplexy asthe
squadron was entering the harbor,

It s belleved that there is very little food In
Manila and that many of the inhabltants are
slarviog. If this is the case the capitnlation of
the city cannot be long delayed.

COMMBENTS ON THRE BATTLE.

Eaxiish Journals Say the Fight Was Sz of the
Mest Remarkable in Naval Histery.
Epestal Cadls Deapated to Tum Bom.

Loxpos, May 0.—The Chrondole this morning,
commenting on the reports received yesterday
of tho batile of Manils, says:

“The crulsers of attack baving the better
metal, the better tralning and the smarter ahips,
their Incomparable Anglo-Saxon seamanship
won. We gaia no idea about the greater battles
of the future between battleships. The advan-

tage hare Iay on the side of attack, becanse the
attack waa confident, skilled and tralned. The
Epaniards committed themselves to mere de-
fence, and mere defence must generally be con-
ducted st a dlsadvantage,

“In a fow days, if the Spaniards venture con-
clusions by uniting thelr Cape Verde and Cadis
squadrons off the Canarles and then tardily
procesding westward, we may bave a fight in
the open soa which will throw some Light on the
more intricate questions of modern war at sea,
but even then It must be remembered we shall
have bad mainly a eruiser fight, not a combat
botween full armored giants,

“TWesce traces of a desira in high places at
Washington to hold the Phllippinea is perma-
nanoe as an Ametrican outpost in the Far East
That policy would certainly evokes ne jealousy
in Bagland. This country does not covet the
ialands. Bnrinuml.l.u things are now shap-
“ﬁ_. gather northward than southward

Kong. For Ametica (he problem is not
one of annexation, but of responsibility for the

{ll.governed races which have fallon aAway from
thelr slovenly, merciless rulers.”

1n a leader this morning the I'imes says that
Admiral Dewey's despatches furanished the
people of the United States ample
material for rejolving. It adds  that
Dewey has done & plece of work that will place
him o a level with his old ehief, that sturdy
old peaman, Farragut.

Continulng, the vaper says: *Tho destruc-
tion of the Spanish fleet is as complete as nny
schievement recorded in mnaval annals, Ad-
miral Dewey showing himself worthy alike
of the great traditions of the nary of the United
Btutes and his kloship with the race that pro-
duced Nelson, courageously set at paught the
menace of pormanent defences and the possi-
bility of terpedoes and mines,

“The futnre of the Philippines is looming
largor every day Io the Imagluation of the
Amoerican people, We repeat clearly and em-
phatically that If the United States is prepared
to undertake tho responsibilities of ruling the
great and rich dependency, which Lhe Spanlards
appear incapable of holding, we shall welcome
that as the best solution of the problem for all
the parties concerned,

“Wedonot pretend to ignors the difoulties
the Americans will have to encounter if they
make & cholce that commits them to the perma-
nent maintenance of & large naval power In
the Pacific, Thas will prebalby be the inevit-
sble result in any case of the defeat of Spain,
but if the United Siates Is to become one of
the dominant naval forces In the waters
of the Pacific it is obvious that the policy of
open trade, to which our Transatiantlc kinamen
are as much bound as we are inthe far East,
will be enormously strengthened.

“Wecould not look with indiffersuce upon
the acquisition of the Phillppiues by either
France, Russin, or Germany, thoogh we
have enough on our hands wmot to
increase our responsibilities In that gquar-
ter uniess we should be compelled
to do so in order to prevent the lslands being
used Lo obstruct the development of open trude,
not anly within, but far beyond thelr own
borders.”

The Daily News says: ' The American oom-
mander’s despatohes, in their conclseness and
modoesty, ncoord with the best naval traditions.
What wore the onuses of the extraordinary sase
aud cheapness of the American victory ! Good
managoment, auperior force, and the unreadl-
mess of the enemy. The victors carried the
whole job through in & thoroughly workmanlike
manner. The disclpline of the American ships
was perfect. Many Hpanlah suthurities and
some independent eritics thought this might be
the weak polnt on the American side. The ex-.
cellence of the American tactics and the superi-
ority of their marksmanship are likely to be
pormanent factors in this war,™

The Newas pays a tribute to the courage of the
Bpaniards, rank and fils alike, When they once
woke up, itsays, they * fought with desperate
bravery, which took no account of the suparior
ity of force against them. The batile of Manila
was lumined by » splendid exhibition of
human coursge and stesdfsatness in the face of
odds. Spain may be ont of those natlons whom
Lord Sallabury sold bad lost the art of Hving,
but her sons st loast know how to die,

"“"We wish wo could think that Spaln would
begin to foel that hor bonor was satlsfied and
that nhe would retire from the hopeless con-
flick. We are afraid, bowever, that there will
be strong induceménts in another direction,
The (lovernment aad people allke may naturally
be anxlous to wipe out, it they can, such a
bumiliation as is Involved in the loss of thelr
Pacifio squadron. The oply justification for
leaving (he Philippines so poorly defended
would be the desirability of concentration else-
where, '

“Tdking the whole Bpanish fleet togother as
It exints, 1L 1s not very unequally matohed with
that of the United Btates. It proves nothing
that the Bpanish Minislers and poople may say
that 'some of our worso ships have been sunk
by better ships of the ensmy. Let us wait and

Wasmnarow, May 8,.—The great interest and
enthusiasm In Washington over tho wonderful
victory of Acting Rear Admiral Dewey, who
will not hear for several days at least of his
honorary promolion unless he succeeds n re-
storing cable communieation between Manlia
and Hong Kong, s sa keen Lo-day as It was
yostorday, But lutermixad with all the rejoio-
ing Is & feellng of anxiety In regard to the
divislon of the North Atlantic feet under
comunnd of Aoling Hear Admiral Sampeon,
which salled from Koy West before daybreak
on Wedneaday last, Not that there is any ap-
prohenalon for the safaly of Admiral Bampson's
squadron, but a naval engagemant between
that formation and the strong Cape Verde
esquadron of Lthe enemy ls expected at any tima,
although there ls apparentiy no deflnlle infor-
mution in the possession of the Government na
to the whereabouta of the Bpanish ahips.

A despateh to Tie SuN published this morn-
Ing reported that the crulser Montgomery had
put Into Cape Haytlen yesterday to get de-
spatoheas for Admiral Bampson and to send
advices Lo the Navy Department. If whal was
hinted to Tum BUN reporter to-day is true,
Admiral Sampeson may have recelved important
instructlons from the department changing
those given him when he wasat Key West.
THESUN reporter was not told definitely that

"TRE EXPEDITION TO MANILA,

it B Expocted to Bart from San Francisce by
Baturdnr.

Wasmnarow, May 8.—If the best bopes and
plans of the Governmeat are realized, the move-
mont of troops from both sides of the contl-
ment to engnge In Joint campalgns with the
squadrons of Admiral Dewey and Admiral
Bampson will besrin before the end of the pres-
sut week. President McKinley and the lead-
ing officials of the Governmeant have besn en-
couraged, since learafng of the splendid vle-
tory of our squadron st Manils, to balleve that
the war can be Wrought to an end much sooner
than had before seemed possitile. The confer-
enosa of the President with the chicfs of the
army and pary administrations during the last
few daya have all been based on this bellef. As
told in Tue Sun this morning, the War De-
pariment has perfocted plans for despatohing &
large military expedition to the Phillppines
immediately, and a conference was held yester-
day afternoons between Secrotary Alger, Gon
Miles, and the Adjutant-General of thearmy
to discuss the projochk. That conference was
continued this afternocon at the resldence of the
Becretary ¢f War and Inated for several hours.
The proccedings of the council of war today
coversd a much broader ground. Not only was
the Philippines expedition thoroughly dlacussed,
with the conciusion that the expedition will
probably start from Ban Francisco not later
than next Baturday. but the propossd landing
of a large military forvh In the isiand of Cubs
ococupied the attention of the srmy leaders for
some (lme,

For a week the Administration has hesitated
to earry ont immediately ita Intention to send
troops to Cuba for the purpose of establiahing a
base of supplies from which to distribute arms
to the Cuban insurgenta. Until the whereabouts
of the Fpanish fieet was delermined, the Ad-
miuistration decmed it unwise to Iand s mili-
tury foroe In Cuba which might be immediately
cut off from communication with the mainland,
and which, moreover, would require the ser-
vices of Admiral Bampson's ships to insure thelr
safo landing in the island, Since the Dewey
victory!was'nchisved, however, the Government
ban been strongly inclined to adopt s more ng-
greasive policy in Cuba. It has been thought
best not to postpons the campaign in the {sland
untll the fall sonson. but to follow up quickly
the advantage galned by our armsin the far
Eanst by astriking s telling blow in Cuba. In
determining upon this step the army adminis-
tration hopes that it may not be necessary to use
& large number of men in the proposed in-
vasion, but that the Spanish power in Cuba may
be overthrown by short, awift action, such as
was used at Manila. To carry out this plan the
Government stands greatly In nead of troops
beyond the number which It can expect to
mobilize immediately. ‘'he Administration has
been proceeding on the nssumptiom that the
volunteer army of 125,000 men would not be
ready for ssrvice for several weeks, and no em-
barrassment was expected to resulk from the
delar, for nn Immediate cxtensive campaign by
the ormy was not anticivated.

Sinoe yestorday, howaver, the Administra-
tion has been deviaing means to got the volun-
leors into the flald as rapldly ss possible, Under
the neosasity of having about 5,000 volunteers
fmmodiately for the expedition te the Philip-
pines, it has bern found that troops from the
Blatos of Washington, ldawiuo, Oregon and Call-
fornis can be prepared for pervice within a
week, AL the conferénce at Secretary Alger's
house to-day It was proposed Lo hasten In every
way possible the recruiting of troops in some
of the Kastern and Southeérn Statos so that thoy
way be ready for early service in Cuba. The
Uovernment may find ltself in great need of
men for the campaign unless sbeps are taken Lo
reinforoe the lluited number of regulars which
can be used in the Cuban operations.

RUBHING PREPARATIONS AT BAN FRANCGISOO,

Bax Fraxcmwoeo, May .—The suthorities are
rushing every proparation for Lthe expedition to

The newly arrived steamships Leloonaw and
Ohlilo, it i thought, will be taken by the Govern-
ment.

Fonrteon Porsons In & Mod nt Linares Kitied
and Biaty Wounden.

Toe women and workmen who took part in
tha disturbance throw a quantity of mleohol on
the honss belonging to the administrator of the
ootrol, and then set fire to the bullding.

The administrator and his immediate family
managed to make tholr escape, but an aged rela-
tive was burned to death.

SPANISH GOVERNOR AT MANILA,

Mo Bays Mo Cam Held the Couniry Agninet the
Americans,
Special Coble Despatoh to Tae Sun.

Mapmp, May B.—A desvateh recelved by way
of Labuan from the Qovernor of the Philippine
Islands saya that a though the Americans are
musters at Cavitd, they have not ventured to
land to attempt to eapiure Manila.

The Governor adds that he summonsd a eob-
ference of the authorities of the varlous prov-
foces and made a speoch to them exhorting
them (o Mmifl thelr duty to thelr King and
country.

The confersnce declded to send tho leading
members of the Insular Government Into tho
provinces to raise tho spirits of the people and
to arm and organlse them to realst the In-
surgents, who are more actlve than ever, ex-
pecting that they will recelve nssistance from
tho Amerlcans,

The Governor relteratod his confifence that
he would be able to hold the country against
tbhe Americans, He declares that all the Lroops
have retired to tho countrsy behind Manils, tak-
ing with them some artillery.

A late despaich from Manila via Labuan says
that the Spanish troops, when they retired from
the city, took all the arms, ammunition, and
stores In the city wilth them.

The despatches received by Lhe Governmant,
cabled by way of Labuan, practically confirm
the report made by Commedore Dewey. They
admit that the Americans are mastors of Cavitd
and the arsenal there, and are maintaining the
strictest blockado of the harbor,

The Cabinet held a westing 1ate last night, at
which the situation was fully dissussed.

Another Cabinet meeting was held this even-
ing to connider the eituation at Manila. It was
declded 1o puraue tho same energetio action in
the Philipplnes as beretofore, and lo concen-
trate allthe arallable naval and military foroes
to maintain the sovereignty of Spain.

The Governor of the Philippines, Gen, Augus
i, puts the Spanish casualties in last Sunday's
engagement at 618 killed and wounded. He
says that the Josses wore all on board the war
ahipa.

Carm Harvrmizx, Hayll, May B.—Admiral
Bampson's squadron arrived off thia port this
morning and steamed to the eastward in the
direction of Porto Rico, accompanied by one of
Tae 8Ux's despatch boats.

The squadron salled from Key Went on Tuee
day, and has proceeded at the rate of only abond
195 nautical milos a day. Ita alow progress ls
dun to the fact that the monitoras Terror and
Amphitrite, which are expocted to give a good
nccount of themselvea In heavy close fighting,
have been in tow of nimbler vessels of the
squadron that have ample coal oapacity. The
bunkors of the monitors would have been nearly
emptied In the run of 625 nautical miles from
Koy Weat to this port.

The fiagship New York, the battleships Im-
dlana and Iowns, the torpedo boat Porter, anda
number of amaller craft of the squadron have
accommodated thelr pace to that of the moni-
tors In tow,and have averaged a trifle more
than fiva knota an hour.

The erulser Montgomery went ahead of the
squadron partly ns a scout boat and partly te
keoep Admiral Sampson In touch with Washing-
ton. Bhe pul In here yeslerdary and landed an
officer, who sent despatches to Washington and
also recelved messagos for the Admiral,

At thoe rate the fleet has boen going slnce (t1sfh
Koy West [t will not be off Ban Juan, Porto Rico.
which is about 360 knols to the eastward of this
port, until Wednoaday, It isnot unlikely that (s
may meet the Spanish sguadron from Cape
Verde Islands, near the Mons Passaire betweon
Santo Domingo and Porto Rico, on Tuesday.
There seems to be little doubt In the minds of
the officers and the men of the equadron thay
Lthe Spanish fleot will be met and will offar bad
Us in & day or so.

The enemy's forees will be augmented by
about seventesn gunboats, mow reported at
Parto Rlco, some of which are Improvised from
tugs, and all the small war craft that got away
fromn Cuba whea the blockading sguadron ap-
pearod.

The news of the Manlla victory has added lo
the enthusiasm and confldence of the men of the
squadron. They believe thut there cin be only

An Ameriean schooner was captured on Fri-
day by a Bpanish gunboat off Mole 8t.
